“fo best insure consistancy in the manner of warking defense in- 
formation classifications of documents prepared and/or exchanged 
within the intelligence community, “GDSI recommends that member 
agencies: 


1. Insure that classifications and control staupe, no matter 
how applied, be bold, conspicuous end noticably different 
frou the text. 

e. Prefer red olegsification markings, except on printed 
matter when text and claccificetions era produced simul- 
taneously. 


2. Promote the use of reproducible ‘black offset stamp pad 
ink to affix classifications end control stamps to direct 
image offset masters. 
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4. Promote the use of pre-printed classificetion plates to 
affix classifications end cantrel stemps to ditte masters. 


Deo Yermit and encourage the use of stenciled markings on 
mimeagrephed atencils to obtain an effect similar to otamping. 


6. Niscourage tho preprinting of claesificationsa ar control 
etampe && an unnecessary added expense, substituting cleas- 
ification plates, etenciled markings and repraducihie ink 
stampings. 


7e Diacontinus typing classifications and control sLeamps. 


8. Gonsistant with security requirexents, promote the use 
of labor saving methods and techniques in classifying and 
control stamping doaunents. *
